From Engtland.—By the ship Bayard, Captain | 
Vanpyke, our London papers are to the 2d, and | 
Liverpool to the 4th of May—not so late by some 
days as we had expected. 

The rumours of war appear to be dying away. 
The West India and American Trade Bill was not 
taken up in the House of Commons on the 29th 
of April—the subject of Agricultural Distress, 
occupied the attention of the House on that day. 

Committees were forming, and wealthy individu- 
als coming forward in London, on the Ist of May, 
to adopt means for tie immediate relief of the suf- 
fering iMhabitants of Ireland. 


Important Trial—The cause of the United 
States against Daniel D. ‘Tompkins, which com- 
menced before the Circuit Court on Tuesday, ter- 
minated yesterday afternoon, when the jury brought 
in a verdict for the defendant. 

This suit against the vice-president, we under- 
stand, was forthe sum of between cleven and twelve 
thousand dollars, alleged to have been due from him 
to the United States, while at the same time the de- 
fendant claimed of the United States a very large 
sum, (it is said above half a million of dollars) tor 
expenditures during the late war. 

After a patient investigation of three days the ju- 
ry were olf opinion that there was due to the vice- 
president, from the evidence before them, the sum 
of $136,799 79.—V. 1. ferc. du. June 7.

Commerce with Franc: —The treaty which has 
been for some time negociating, we have reason to 
believe has been concluded, and a proclamation to 
that effect will be issued by the President. ‘The ar- 
ranyement is such as to promote reciprocal bene- 
fits, atthe same time shut out compctition. Our 
tonnage and seamen will derive additional benefits 
from this commercial treaty. We could wish that 
the French Cabinet would see the policy of redu- 
cing the duty on tobacco and cotton, thereby ena- 
bling us to import light French wives at very 1edu- 
ced prices, and introduce them generally in the 
country. The French silks, by this reduction ot 
duty, would supercede the necessity of Last India 
importations, and save exportation of a vast quanti- 
ty of specie. —.Vat. Adv. 


Among the victims in the Albion was the gene- 
rous and gallant French general Lefebvre Des- 
nouettes. fle had been attached to Bonaparte, and 
soon aller the battle of Waterloo, had fled from 
France and reached our shores. He was tried dur- 
ing his absence, and was condemned to death war 
contumace., He had remained in the United States 
for little more than six years—his wife and two chil- 
dren inFrance. She had made two ineffectual ef- 
forts to join him in America—but each time was 
cast away. Unable to bear a separation so paintul 
to him, trom his country and his family, he deter- 
mined to risk every thing, and trust himself to the 
mercy and generosity of the king—who must have 
been moved by his misfortune to cancel the sentence 
passed ayainsthim. But it was not destined for 
Desnouettes to reach his country. He perished in 
the Albion, unknown to the surviving passengers 
and crew, and the Irish people have no means of 
knowing the fate of the general, or of paying any 
particular respect to hisremains. Desnoueties was 
beloved by every Frenchman who knew him in this 
country—and respected by every American who was 
so for unate as to obtain his acquaintance. It is im- 
possible to learn the melancholy fate of so interest- 
ing 4 Man without the deepest sympathy.
